recent State election m North Carolina. The ex- 
Governor seemed highly elated over the completo 
political revolution in favor of the democracy in 
bis own state, and looked upon 
THE RECENT VICTORY 
as an Indication ol what the result of the Presl- 
denual contest would be in 1876. 
‘The result of the recent election In our State,” 
said the er-Oovernor, “was attributable to more 
than one canse. The corrupton of State and 
federal office-nolders and tbe civil rights ques- 
UoD, however, were tbe causes of tbe defeat of 
tbe radicals. W ^, heretofore we could noj^^et a 
dozen negroes In' the state to vote for our oandl- 
datoA At this elecUon, hundreds of them voted 
the conservative ticket. Our boys marched them 
by dozens to toe polis.” 
The Herald representative desired to know 
What indnoements had been held out to the col­ 
ored people (hat they should desert their party at 
this late day. 
Ex-Governor Vance replied tbat the republicans 
in North OaroUna were divided on the Civil Rights 
blU. 
Many who professed to be In favor ol It 
aeoretly opposed it, and even some of tae 
LEADING NEGRO POUTICIANS 
annouDced themselves as against tne measure. 
This policy disgusted the darales, and as they 
knew full well they*could not all get elected to 
office, and were dependent for a Uvlng upon the 
conaervatives or democrate of the State—who are 
the property holders—hundreds of them were wise 
enough to consult their Interests and vote lor 
tbelr old m asters..

THE WHITES FRBPARBD. 
Such carryings on and such insulting threats 
exa^terated tbe South Carolinians, and they de­ 
termined forthwith to meet the issne lairiy and 
aquarely. They sent to Augusta for arms and am­ 
munition. and congregáted m conslderaole nnm- 
hers at the Ridge, when our party arrived the 
town w i^ u lte warlike In Its appearance.

To the average New Yorker the compound word 
“watering-place” summons up visions of Niagara, 
Newport, Saratoga, Lake George, Long Branch, 
Mahopac, Isles of Shoals, and perhaps a few other 
lavored spots. Bnt be is utterly ignorant of the 
existence elsewhere of a vast multitnde of dellgbt- 
inl places of resort, quite out of tbetr orbit, but 
which are stui liberally patronized by crowds of 
intelligent beings who actuaUy manage to live and 
move and have their being quite outside of the 
charmed circle of metropolitan life. 
The great 
su te s of the West have tbelr Saratogas as well as 
tne Empire state. I do not allude to such noted 
spots as the Hot Springs of Arkansas or the nu- 
merous resorts among we mountains of Virginia, 
or even the distant wonders of Colorado; but to 
charming and dellgbtfnl places scattered hither 
and thither, all accessible to New York by rail, all 
possessing 
advantages 
of 
thetr 
own, 
and 
all, 
save 
with 
perhaps 
two 
or 
three 
exceptions, offering those advantages to the 
public at rates which only serve to throw into 
bolder reltei the wilfnl and nnpardonable extrava­ 
gance Of oar more pretentiuus and. It most be 
confessedj more splendid and dazzling resorts. 
To some Of these spots tt is.proposed In tbese let­ 
ters to Introduce the readers of this paper. 
AN UNEXPECTED CLAIMANT. 
It may not be generally known tbat the city of 
Buffalo claims to be one of these resorts. Yet such 
Is the fact. 
Tho papers of that flourishing town 
have been this season vociferously announcing to 
tbe public that Buffalo la, after all, far more at- 
iraoilve than Long Branch or Saratoga. 
Their 
flrst polut Is the climate, which certainly Is de- 
Ughtfuily salubrious. The proximity of Lake Erie 
insures a certain degree of coolness, and even tbe 
hottest days are followed by endurable nights. The 
hotels are, however, only average city Inns, and 
in noisy and prominent streets. What Buffalo Im- 
peratlvoly needs before it can Justly claim to be a 
place of summer resort Is a large hotel, erected 
somewhere on the shore ol tbe lake and away 
from the bnstle of tbe city. There are plenty of 
such sites. One of them, at the mouth of the Ni­ 
agara River, Is occupied by barracks and by tbe 
rather picturesque ruins of a decaying fort. 
THE PATRIOTISM OF BÜFFAL0NIAN8 
is something Incredible. They honcsUy think that 
their city Is one ot the most delightful and enjoy­ 
able In the whole world. They expect the visitor 
to do the same, and aa they drive him tbrongh 
Delaware street and Niagara street and the upper 
cud of Main street they proudly polut out the 
beautltul dwellings, each m its own garden and 
separate Inclosnre, and ask where they can he 
excelled» 
The splendid- establishment of Mr. 
Bush, which a few nights ago, on the occasion of 
a “horse-feed,” given to some 500 guests, was a 
scene Irom fairy land, with its lllaminatlons, Us 
music. Its Champagne, Its banquets and its ex­ 
quisite beauty of verdure and foliage, Is one of 
their pet placea 
Grander even than this is the 
costly mansion of Mr. Fargo, whose superb 
dwelling, bnut la the Italian style, could scarcely 
have coet leu than the Filth avenue home of Mr. 
Btewari. It looke like one of those fancifal Italian 
daces which scenic artists are so fond of palnt- 
ually exceed in dlmenslous aud m 
detail any of which Italy can 
really bout. The minor dwellings in these “swell” 
streets of Buffalo are, however, all more or less 
tasty and beautifhl. Indeed, the little one-story 
resldenceA which elsewhere would seem bnt 
staanttes, are here fitted up with such tu te and 
elagauce, aud are so skilfully set amid flowers and 
shrubbery, have such neat fronts, sucb handsome 
eutranoesand sucb guttering door-plates that they 
are by no means unflt companions lor the more 
stately structnrea near them. 
A UBIAT OONTBA9T 
to these streets of quiet, refined homes isi tho 
lower part ui Main street, with ite old business 
bouses and with Ita rows of tottering stores look­ 
ing out upon the harbor. The lake steamers—big, 
atroug, clumsy craft, as unUke u pouible to the 
graceiul floating palaces which ply upon the Hud­ 
son—have tbeir landing places here. Just beyond 


lies over everything. Space is evidently not as 
valuable here u In New York. In this iron district 
the streets are wide and gaping, and there are here 
aad there v u t empty plazas, on whlou dirty chil­ 
dren disport themselves, playing with odd scraps of 
metal and making miniature louadiies ou the side­ 
walks. And near this region are the elevators.

Thus It will be seen tbat Buffalo, u a place of 
resort, offers tine bracing air, a promising park, a 
race track which gives larger premiums than any 
in the country, and has lust been rendered Ulus, 
trlous as the scene ot tbe greatest boree exploit 
from the days oi Bucephalus down, and plenty of 
good company among lu cultured snd hospitable 
cltlzeue. To aU these advantages should be added 
several good theatres, where all tbe highest stars 
ol the day may be seen In tarn, plenty oi churches 
and the New York papers twenty-lour hours old. 
Buffalo, too, has its own admirable loul napera— 
five dailies in the English and four In tne Geiman 
Unguage. Moreover, the proximity to the cataract 
01 Niagara Is to be taken into account, for the Palls 
may be reached in htUe over an hour irom Mam 
street. Presuming, however, tbat the tourist can 
resist tbe fascinations of Buffalo, he certainly wUl 
succumb to those ol Lake Chsuiauqua. Thu is only 
dUtant about three hours from Buffalo. It Is 
A GLOBIOOS 6HBMT OF WATER, 
lying on an elevated tableland, and u said to be 
tne highest navigable body ot water between Buf­ 
falo and Lake Tatioe. It is 700 leet above the level 
of Lake Erie and 1,400 above the level of the sea. 
All along Its shores are pleasant nooks and Invil- 
mg spots where the lover of nature can be per­ 
fectly at hom^ with all the advantages of good 
hotel accommodations.

Laks View U a lavorlte atopping 
pmut. The hotel Is quite near tue wharf, ana is 
an attractive house. Wnue the lake offais tbe 
naual faculties for boating and flsbing there are 
pleasant strolls on land among the woods. Two 
miles alsiant are the Panama Rocks, a confused 
mass or conglomerate atone, broken Into the 
wildest shapes aud offering tbe coolest resort in 
this part of the country. 
As at Tuckerman’s 
Ravine, on the White Mountains, and btony Clove, 
ID the caukiUs, ics can be found here all tbe year 
round, the mercury id several of tbe rock fissures 
never rising above thirty degrees Fahrenheit. At 
Panama vlUage, near these curious phenomena, 
there Is a fair country tavern. The hotel at Lake 
View ta garrisoned by negro servants, and tbs 
house claims to be first class. At Griffith’s Point 
Is a still larger house, pleasantly shaded by ample 
loltage and coutailung loo rooms. 
At Bemoa’ 
Point there are two hotels, and two or three at 
Mayvllie, near tbe raUway station. Tue fare at 
these different,hotels laolades an abundance of 
fish and cmcken, board costing from $lo to $is a 


''^The Chautauqua Lake people are convinced that 
their locallty, when It becomes better known, will 
be one of the most popular resorts in the country. 
Tney have made a bold bid for popularity by an 
effort to have these waters selected as the coarse 
01 the next College regatta. 
Certaiuly, Lake 
Chautauqua Is lar more picturesque and more 
equable than the capricious pond at Saratoga; but 
Its distance from New York and Boston puts It at 
a disadvantage. 
For tne tourist, the health 
seeker or the summer Idler, however, Chautauqua 
Lake can hardly be surpassed. It can be reactied

A TALE OF A COaPflS. 
The people of Niagara VlUage have been much 
scandalized by an instance ol neglect which 14 dis­ 
graceful to any civilized community, un tbe 4th 
of July last a sailboat was upset near Buffalo and 
font of the occupants were drowned. Three of the 
bodies were found along the shore above the Palls: 
but one of them—that of a German eervaot girl— 
appears to nave flouted down and to have oeen 
swept over the cataract.

Inclnded among this number is Colonel 
Genuino de Bampalo, tbe offloer In charge of tho 
forces operaung against tbe rebelA Tbeae fanat­ 
ics are almost all Germans of tbe colony of San 
Leopoldo, situated amoug the tlnroered lands In 
the north of the province. As 1 mentioned ta a 
previous letter, they believe that Christ has re- 
aurreeted tn tbe body of tbe woman Jacobina, 
whe of the prophet Maurer; tbat Judas has also 
revived in the person of one of the disciples of tbe 
new sect, and tbat this traitor of Christian beUef 
was leatly aetnated by the most noble motives, 
bis seeming betnyal of Obriss being witb tbe in­ 
tent to bring abont tiie fulfilment 01 tbe ScHptures 
and eatabltah hla divine descent. 
Dp to the beginning of the last month the 
Muckers, though showing themselves possessed of 
a turbulent and fanatloal sptrft and being popu­ 
larly acoused of various crimes and offences 
against persons and propenv, bad not seriously 
oompromised themselves wiui the pubhc antborl- 
ttes. 
Tbe only public notice taken of them was 
when, alter a more than usual lanatlcal dlsola.v of 
riotous conduct Ust year, the authorities arrested 
tbe chiefs and bound tnem over to keep the peace. 
MURDER UNDBR TBB GUISE OF RELIGION, 
in Jone, bowever, tbelr meetings were attended 
with circumstances which alarmed the colonists, 
threats being made against the aeceders and the 
enemies of the true church, which, It was pro- 
claimed, was to do justice for itself and avenge the 
cause ot God upon His enemies. 
The authorities,

tbe province sent the Chief of Police thither with 
abont 200 men and two pieces «of artillery, to 
capture all implicated in tbe attack uid to bring 
them to Porto Alegre. When the Chief arrived at 
the colony be louud tbat tbe male Muckers bad 
gathered at the prophet’s house, situated in a 
mountainous district of the colony, and diffi­ 
cult of access. 
IHH UNHAFPT VALLET. 
The place was well chosen. Padre Eterno, or 
Leonerhof, as the colonists now call it, is an an­ 
cient plantation. In a váUey surrounded by heavily

Here the 
Muckers had inelr headquarters, and the men 
wore aaalated by boys, and even women, who 
had been trained to snoot with precision, many of 
tbe women putting a carbine ball into a playing 
card at too yards distance.

At the commencemeat of the season two Indian 
women with three small chUdren, one girl and 
two boys, came to this city and pitched a tent In 
which to live npon the bathing beach, near the 
ticket office. The children were left to play in and 
about the teut while tbe women went about tbe 
city and offered for sale ladles’ fancy baskets and 
other trinkets peculiar to the Indians. They be­ 
long to a tribe who are located at Liverpool, Sova 
Scotia. 
One of tho children above referred to was an 
interesting and beautiful girl, of white parents, 
aged about nine years, whom one ot the women, 
Mrs. Lizzie Charles, adopted when she was four 
years of age. 
Her mother having died, her father, 
marrying again, gave ner to her to bring up, and 
she conaeuted, as she had no shiidren of her own. 
The other two children are Indians and belong to 
Mra. Charlea’ bualneaa partner. 
THE ABDCtrnON. 
On Friday all three of tne children were at play 
in tha vicinity of the tent, wnen a well dreaaed 
gentleman took the girl by tbe nand and asked her 
If she did not want to take a walk with him » She 
answered, “No;” but at bis promise to her to pur­ 
chase some candles for her she consented. He im­ 
mediately took h^r msuta the tent and removed 
her onwlde garments, which were very shabby, 
and replaced them with new ones, which he bad 
brought with him, and which go to prove tbat he 
knew of the exact whereabouw of tne glru He 
walked rapidly up the bill that leads from the 
beack wltb bis prize, and as it was nearly dark he 
did not attract muoh attention from the pasaere 
by. Some of the townspeople, however, who bad 
Deea accustomed to see the girl In company with 
her dark sklnned compa.niona, roUlcklag abont 
among the sand hills, and who had vainly conjec­ 
tured the reaaoa of her be;ug with them, uoticed' 
ihe couple as they passed down Bowery street, op­ 
posite tue ucean Ucuae, bnt thought uothing of 
the circumstance.

It is 
the customary tactics of afl political parties 
to affect an assurance of triumph, but this 
kind of swagger has long ceased to have the 
weight of a fsather. 
Tha Democratic State 
Committee have done one thing which bears 
the seal of sincerity and attests their opinion 
Srf the donbtfol chances of their party. 
We 
refer to their open appeal to the handful of 
liberal republicans to oome to their rescue. 
A party which publicly leans for support on 
so slender a staff has no real confidence in its 
own strength. 
If the democratic leaders be­ 
lieved the assertioiu of their journals that 
their ranks are daily swelled by recruits which 
render the organisation invincible they would 
never consent to adulterate their organisation 
by an amslganation with so small a body of 
voten as the tibend republieans. 
Last year the New York democrats poured 
scorn on tbs liberal republicans, whose aid 
they now invoke. 
The votes of this small &c- 
tiou do not amount to more than six or seven 
thousand in a voting population of between 
four hundred and five hundred thousand. 
Lost year it happened to hold the balance of 
power between the two 
regalar parties,

Tammany HaU, with its O'KeUjs, O’Mor­ 
risseys, and other leaden of the great organ­ 
ization of O’s, finds it oonaistent snongh with 
its interests to favor Mr. TUden’s aspira­ 
tions. 
If it can sueoeed in the city it 
oares little what becomes of the party in the 
Sti^to, and Mr. TUden is a candidate weU 
enited to the exigencies of Tammany HaU, 
whose sole aim is to get pousestion of the city 
offloes. 
In the elections of recent yean th» 
demoonoy of the city have been foiled by the

On Saturday he addressed the fol­ 
lowing letter to Mayor Havemeyer, whioh His 
Honor read with sutprise, as no similar in­ 
stance bad occurred in bis personal knowledge 
since 1789. 
Mr. Mathias said: — 
Bib—The severe criticism of the New Tork press 
on mjr belug appointed a dog-catoher for tne 
Twenij-aecood Assemoljr district csoses me to ad­ 
dress TOC. I did not accept the appomtment with 
the intention of creating a sensatioo; bat neoes- 
sltj compened me to seek some position to make 
an bonest livtog, and as 1 could find no employ­ 
ment 1 songbt and accepted your appointment 
with snch loteution: but seeing that, to 1 think, I 
was appointed merely to tnrnisn snbstSfioe tor the 
press, 1 do Hereby most respectinlly tender my 


Dog-catchers are not supposed to be men of 
extreme sensibility, but rather to be steni and 
cold, like the first Napoleon ; but here is one 
whose spirit is not, “like the dyer's hand, 
Rubdued to what it works in.” Puxsning the 
unmuzzled dog, Mr. Mathias thinks he has 
been parsued himself by the unmuzzled press, 
and 
this 
is a punishment

bear. 
But why was he pursued? 
Of his 
early history we know nothing.

It is to be regretted tbat Judge Church de­ 
clines being a candidate on the demooratio 
ticket this year for Governor of the State of 
New York. 
With such a nominee on the 
democratic side and with Governor Dix on the 
republican side the people would have been 
assoredofa high-toned, honorable State ad­ 
ministration on whichever political banner 
victory might alight. 
The evident decay of 
the republican party in other States and the 
blunders made in our city government under 
the name of reform have created the belief 
that the democracy would, in all probability, 
ooTiy New York in November by a small ma­ 
jority. 
But this opinion has been modified 
by the provision that, to secure such a result, 
the democratic nominations must not only be 
of unquestionable ohatactor, but must be such 
as to give assurance of the determinatiou of 
the party to oast off its old sins and take a new 
departure. Judge Church isa standard bearer 
whose name would have been a guarantee of 
good fkith in the professed desire of the new 
leaders to parity the party. 
There are, no 
donbt, other honorable and worthy men in 
the

ranks 
who would dis­ 
charge 
the 
duties 
of 
Chief 
Executive 
of 
the 
State 
with 
satisfkotion 
to the 
people and credit to themselves; but they 
would not be available candidates at this time. 
Judge Allen is a respectable citizen of fair 
ability. 
Mr. Beach is a good lawyer and a 
popular man, except in localities where the 
Black River Canal claims are understood. 
Mr. Samuel J. Tilden, who is said to be Mr. 
John 0 ’Kelly’s candidate, is also a fair lawyer 
and has been a very suooessful railroad specn- 
lator. 
Mr. John Ganson occupies a similar 
position. 
But we do not think that any per­ 
son who possesses a knowledge of State poli- 
tios will pretend tbat either of theee gentle­ 
men wonld stand a chance of election, not­ 
withstanding the undoubted respectability of 
their ohaneters. 
The mixed and singular general election of 
1872 left the successful republican party with 
two victories on their hands; the (me in the 
State and the other in the city of New York. 
The first was won by General Dix,* whose 
record had already been written in the history 
of his oountry, and whose political principles 
are well defined. 
The city was carried by a 
politioian of a past age, who had been laid 
on 
the 
shelf and 
forgotten 
for 
a 
(juartor 
of 
a century 
or thereabouts, 
and of 
whom very 
little wae 
known 
except that in days long gone by, when the 
city was an overgrown village, he had acted 
as its Mayor without discredit, if not with 
any marked ability. 
In the State leader the 
republican party found a statesman in earnest 
em pathy with its principles. 
In the city 
chief it accepted a man for availability who 
was an acknowledged democrat, while willing 
to receive office at the hands of any party or 
combination. 
The result might have been 
antiaipatod. 
The State hae been creditably 
governed by Governor Dix ; the corruption 
of the Legislature has received from him a 
wholesome check ; his nominations to office 
have been of a character to win popular ap- 
proval, and his entire official course has been 
marked by a sense of the dignity and respon­ 
sibility oi his high position, and by a simple 
desire to discharge his publio duties in ac­ 
cordance with his official oath. 
On the other 
band, the government of the city has been 
inefficient and disreputable. 
The appoint-

The Mayor’s course has been one 
of bargaining and deception from first to last. 
The city has been plunged deeper and deeper 
into debt, taxation has Increased, public 
works have been paralyzed, and the “reform” 
administration, after less than two years’ trial, 
has already been dragged into the Grand Jury 
room, tried and convicted in a court of justice, 
and bids fair to end in the Penitentiary. 
Now, the people do not fail to draw e proper 
distinction b^ween the State and city gov­ 
ernments, and while they admit that reform

If the most energetic and 
thrifty portion of the negroes were to become 
property holders not only might their votes be 
relied on for the protection of property 
against exorbitant taxation, but their influence 
would be 
oonaiderable in influencing the 
votes of their less thritty colored neighbors. 
Besides the natnral weight which belongs to 
character and intelligence the colored owners 
of property would hold an ascendancy over 
the inferior negroes of their acqaintanoe by 
the loans, credit or other asaiatanoe which the 
poor crave of the prosperous, and which 
embarrassed negroes would be most likely to 
apply for to people of their own raca 
The 
abundance of the recent cotton crops attests 
the industry of the blacks, and their frugality 
is proved by the amount of money in the 
frcedmen’s savings banks. 
As soon as there 
is a large body of negro freeholders in the 
Houth the political prospect will brighten. 
Both a sense of interest as taxpayers and the 
pride of belonging to the property owning 
class will array the well-to-do negroes on the 
side of economy in the State governments. 
As our Southern correspondent does not im­ 
pugn this part of our advice we are willing 
he should hold any opinion he pleases re- 
spectyig the conduct of the negroes during 
the civil war. 
If be denies that they have any claim to 
Southern gratitude he must at least admit 
that their submissive industry during that 
trying period *and since is a proper subject of 
congratulation. 
It has agreeably falsified 
volumes of the most appalling Southern pre­ 
dictions. 
President Buchanan was not, in­ 
deed, a Southerner, but at the time of his last 
annual message he was very much under 
Southern influence. 
He said in that mes­ 
sage:—“Many a matfon throughout the South 
retires ai night in dread of what may befall 
herself and her children before the morning.” 
The war followed six months altcrwaid, and 
there is no record of these apprehended dan­ 
gers coming to any Southern matron, although 
her natural protectors were drawn away to the 
army and she was left to the mercy of her 
slaves 
Mr. Calhoun predicted that slavery 
could not be subverted “without drenching 
the country in blood and extirpating one or 
the other of the races;” and on another occa­ 
sion he said that to 'destroy slavery **was to 
involve a whole r ^ o n in slaughter, carnage 
and desolation.” 
Mr. Olay 
was equally 
emphatic.

two races—civil war, carnage, pillage, con­ 
flagration, devastation and the ultimate exter­ 
mination or expulsion of the blacks.

This wae the general 
strain of Southern warnings on this subject; 
but, unfortunate as the results of emancipation 
have proved in some respects, they have fallen 
infinitely short of these hideous pictures.

Southern people have abundant reason to con­ 
gratulate themselves that the reality is so much 
more favorable than those confident Southern 
prophecies. 
If it be conceded that no grati­ 
tude is due to the negroes for keeping so quiet 
it must at least be admitted that Southern 
statesmen formed an unjust estimate of the 
reckless afrocity of their character.

those foreboding anxieties ore proved by 
events to have been exaggerated let ns indulge 
the hope that present fears will bo found equally

If the federal government had let 
the negroes alone after their emancipation 
there wonld have been no trouble.

HOW THH OIRL’S MINT) WAS IPFflCTBD. 
The Nines this afternoon has the foUowing in re­ 
gard to tbe seduction 
Bnt lew of the circamstances in regard to tbe se­ 
duction of Miss Uarain&are known, but it is un­ 
derstood to have been effected under circum- 
stances that make it peculiarly atrocious and dia­ 
bolical. some time last winter, when, lor the pur- 
poae of perfecting herseU in German, she was 
boarding with a German family on boutn New Jer­ 
sey street. The intimacy was of short duration, 
and her lapae from virtue awakened the greatest 
poignancy of feeUng aud tbe bitterest remorse, 
Which has found its end In a terrible death. The 
acquaintance between Harding and Moritz had 
been of long duration, but never attained the In- 
ilmocy 01 friendship.

There was Uttle acquaint­ 
ance between tbe lamtlies, Moritz never having 
been to tne house but twice, aud oue oi those occa­ 
sions it was proiessedly on a busiucsa matior.

services of Hus Warding took place this afternoon, 
at the residence of her parents, No. 20 East Pratt 
street. A large concourse 01 sympathizing iriends 
and relations of tbe deceased attended, aud lol- 
lowed the remains, which were encased in a rose­ 
wood coffln, tastefully adorned, to the city cem­ 
etery. where they were deposited, temporarily, In 
the vault. Hon. John A. Wlidnjan, Col. George W. 
Parker, Thomas F. Ryan. John 11. Holliday, Ool. W.
